Old Relics Found... i 


“Whilst making oxcavations.. at tho 


Cape Town railway station for wall- 
building purposes last year, some 
workmen. found several loose stones 
with inscriptions, such as were used - 
by the captains of ships calling at the 
Cape before Van Riebeek had bullt his 
little. fort, to denote the places where 
letters might be faund.
